selling poisons. All persons who wish | 


to engage in that calling must prove 
their competency to do so with safety 
to the public. There is absolutely no 
other consideration. “Is he a safe man 
to conduct a pharmacy?” is all the law 
asks, and the Board answers the 
question by licensing him or not as it 
deems proper. Now a man may be 
safe so that he will not kill anybody 
by selling the wrong thing or making 


a mistake in a prescription, but that. 


does not imply that he has such a 
foundation of general and pharmaceu- 
tical education that he is well equipped 
to compete with rival druggists who 
have a mastery of their profession. We 
remember a druggist who would 
scarcely sell anything but the com- 
monest articles without rushing to the 
Dispensatory to see if the thing 
called for was poisonous, or dangerous. 
We would not have such a man in our 
employ if he would give his services 
for nothing. He actually scared cus- 


tomers away by his own timidity, born 


of ignorance. Yet he never killed any- 
body nor hurt them, so far as is known. 
The State Boards could not refuse to 
register a man on the ground that he 
scared customers away from a store, or 
because he could not suggest to a 
physician a nice mode of administer- 
ing a medicine, or a means of avoiding 
or overcoming an incompatibility, or a 


. dozen other things that make for his 


success as a pharmacist. If he is safe, 
the Board must license him. Ii he is 
not, they ought not to do so. A don- 
key is “safe” to ride on, but if a man 


wants to “get jthere’ he won't ride a 


donkey ; he'll take a horse or an auto. 


STUDENTS AND So we say the man 
THE BOARD who makes the pass- 
ing of the State Board the goal of his 
ambition makes a_ great mistake. 
Students sometimes go to college just 
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long enough to get through the Board, 
and then drop their studies. Fatal 
error! Instead of aiming at the highest 
to which they can attain, they content 
themselves with the lowest that the 
law permits. And those who make 
this mistake are not, always. the dul- 
lards who go “Creeping like a snail un- 
willingly to school.” They are some- 
times students with good abilities, who 
give promise of being good pharma- 
cists. Several such persons who have 
made this fatal error have expressed 
to us their deep regret at the mistake 
they made, and one or two have even 
returned to college. Usually, how- 
ever, the change of heart does not occur 
until it is too late. Business or family 
ties prevent a retracing of the unwise 
steps, and the loss is felt for a lifetime. 


CO-OPERATION The 
BETWEEN BOARDS States 
AND FACULTIES 


United 
is blessed 
(or “t’othered,” 
as one of Dickens’ characters would 
say) with over eighty schools of phar- 
macy and about half that number of 
State Boards. These are all working 
for the same purpose—the elevation of 
_pharmacy. All are trying to eliminate 
the unfit. 
train young people to make them fit; 
the Boards encourage them to take 
examinations, and, if they find them- 
selves not qualified, urge them to study 
so as to remove their deficiencies and 
ultimately take rank with the quali- 
fed men. Only when they are hope- 
lessly incapable do the Boards shut 
them out altogether. 


For some years efforts have been 


made to bring these two educating 


factors together; that is, to have an 
understanding between them by virtue 
of which the teaching of the schools 
and the examinations of the Boards 
should be as near as may be on the 
same lines; that the teaching should 
fit the students for the examinations; 
that the examiners should know what 
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The schools educate and 
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the teaching has been, and that the 
teachers should know what the ex- 
aminations will be. 


STUDYING FOR 
EXAMINATIONS 


This idea seems 
to be founded on 
justice, and if properly carried out 
would be a great relief to students. 
But it should not be overlooked that 
studying for the sake of passing ex- 
aminations is vicious. It induces 
cramming and every subterfuge that 
can honorably be adopted to shorten 
the course of study. It leads to super- 
ficiality and parrot-like memorizing. 
The candidate with a good memory 
comes out on top; the one who mem- 
orizes little and reasons much, who is 
by far the more scientific student, ap- 
pears to a disadvantage and in some 
cases even fails to pass. 

Notwithstanding all this,’ there 
should be some degree of accord be- 
tween teachers and examiners. ‘The 
first serious attempt to co-ordinate 


these two branches of pharmaceutical 


education was made when the Ameri- 
can Conference of Pharmaceutical 
Faculties, through their syllabus com- 
mittee, drew up an outline of studies to 
be adopted in the schools. That out- 
line as submitted at the meeting at 
Hot Springs met with considerable 
criticism, as might have been expected, 
and, though not adopted, is still in 
process of final completion. The let- 
ters on this subject from Drs. H. H. 
Rusby and W. G. Gregory, which we 
publish elsewhere, will be read with 
interest by those who are preparing 
for the State Board examinations, as 
well as by the members of the Boards 
and Faculties. 


It seems likely that the amendments 
proposed by the representatives of the 
drug trade to the Pharmacy, Poison 
and Pure Drugs laws will be passed 
without material change. In our next 


issue we hope to publish these amend- 
ments as finally enacted. 
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TACOMA WOMEN TAKE THE CAKE 


We thought we knew something 
about preserving things in an aseptic 
condition, but we have “a lot” to learn 
that the women of Tacoma can teach 
us. They are demanding of the city 
council that they pass an ordinance 
requiring bakers to wrap every loaf of 
bread in waxed paper to protect it from 
germs. Now if bread, which is almost 
entirely enveloped in a hard, dry crust, 
needs this protection from the ever- 
present and active pathogenic germ, 
what shall we say of butter, cheese, 
bananas, berries, grapes, and all kinds 
of fruit and vegetables, of meat and 
pie and milk and all the rest of the 
comestibles? As for the bread, some 
are contending that it will “sweat” 
when encased in an impervious covering 
of waxed paper, and that sweating will 
favor the growth of germs, and if any 
germs by chance should have found a 
lodgment on a “crumby” side of the 
loaf, will they not grow much more 
vigorously when shielded from sun- 
light, which is unfavorable to their de- 
velopment? And if the same provision 
should be made for other articles of 
food, such as have a less dry and hard 
surface—as fruits, cheese, etc., would 
not the germs be more apt to thrive in 
their darkened quarters? Will the first 
class in bacteriology please stand up 
and tell us about these things? 

But, after all, the Tacoma women 
are all right. They are engaged 
in a good work. 
ing their part in securing’ for 
themselves and their fellow citizens 
pure food. They have taken note of 
the fact that bread, pies, cake, etc., are 
exposed a good deal in bakeries to dust 
and flies (and what is a greater dirt 
and disease carrier than a fly?) and 
when delivered from wagons are again 
exposed to dust, and are handled by 
men who have no chance to wash their 
hands sometimes for hours at a time, 
all of which conditions permit of the 
dissemination of disease germs and are 


They are 
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generally unpleasant to contemplate. 
So they propose to have the products 
of the bakeries protected from these un- 
healthy conditions by requiring that 
they be wrapped in paraffin paper, 
which is clean and inexpensive. The 
ordinance which they are endeavoring 
to have passed will require that “all 
places where food is kept or offered 
for sale must be kept in a clean and 
wholesome condition.” When the or- 
dinance is enacted it will be an import- 
ant step in social reform, for it will not 
only give the citizens of Tacoma their 
daily bread in the best possible condi- 
tion, but will have a good effect in 
keeping everybody constantly  re- 
minded of the benefits of cleanliness 
in handling everything that is to be 
used as food. 


THE A. PH. A. AT LOS ANGELES 
The Council has decided by a sub- 


stantial majority that the next annual 


convention of the American Pharma- 
ceutical Association is to be at Los 
Angeles, California. 

Naturally the Ohio people are disap- 
pointed at their ineffectual efforts to 
have Cedar Point made the next meet- 
ing place, but from now on will work 
as enthusiastically for the convention 
as if they were born and bred sons of 
California. 

The men of the Buckeye State ad- 
mire a manly contest, such as the Cali- 
fornia members made, and to show 
that they have no feeling of soreness 
from this defeat will make an extra- 
ordinary effort to bring such a delega-- 
tion to the meeting as will put the 


-members of the Pacific Slope on their 


mettle when they come to the Ohio 
convention in IQII.

CONCERNING BALDNESS, HAIR 
TONICS AND HAIR GROWERS 


By Albert Schneider 


There is a vast fortune awaiting the 
man who will discover a remedy that 
will make hair grow where it is wanted 
to grow. There are thousands of so- 
called hair tonics and hair growers on 
the market, but not one has proven 
satisfactory ; neither is it likely that a 
satisfying remedy will be placed on the 
market in the near future. These are 
rather discouraging opening state- 
ments, and yet they approximate the 
truth rather closely. The following 
additional statements may prove in- 
teresting : 


The causes of baldness are appar- 
ently numerous and not well under- 


stood. The persistency with which 


hair disappears from positions where 
it is not desired to disappear is most 
exasperating. ‘The balder the head, the 
more profuse is the hair proliferation 
on face, back, chest and the back of 


the hands, back of the neck, in the 


nostrils, ears, etc. One man gives ab- 
solutely no attention to his scalp and 
is blessed with a most profuse mop, 


the envy of every football player. An- 


other man nurses his scalp and hair 
most carefully and anxiously, only to 
find his locks growing thinner’ from 
day to day, from week to week, until 
the last wisp vanishes with his last 
hopes. In desperation everything. 1s 
tried; the scalp is rubbed, brushed, 


pulled, pinched; oils, ointments, - 


salves, tonics, hair growers, disinfect- 
ants, tea, vegetable infusions, etc., etc., 
are applied without results. Scalp 
doctors, wizards and specialists are 


' consulted, treatments tried, and still the 


hair continues to disappear. Finally, of 
all hope bereft, all remedies are 
shunned andthe glossy pate is per- 


mitted to glisten in the morning sun, 
or perchance it is covered by a wig, the 
work of an artist. I say the work of 
an artist, because some are cleverly 
made and so well fitted that only the 
wearer feels its humiliating presence. 
The following are some of the chief 
causes of baldness, with suggestions 
on how to prevent such catastrophes: 
1. Sickness.—It is known that long 
and serious illness causes the hair to 
fall out very profusely, often causing 


almost complete baldness. This form 


of alopecia is temporary, and the hair 
reappears, as a rule, after full recoverey 
from the sickness. No special scalp 
treatment is called for. A good hair 
tonic will do no harm and may do good. 
Syphilis and other diseases cause hair 
to fall out. 

2. Heredity.—Baldness runs in fami- 
lies, or rather the tendency thereto. 
The baldness appears in the members 
of the family or among close relations, 
manifesting itself at about the same 
age of the different individuals appar- 
ently predestined to be so afflicted. 
There appears to be no cure for this 
form of alopecia. 


3. Hair Senility.—In many instances 
baldness is due to the fact that the in- 
dividual hair has reached the end of its 
life cycle and it simply dies of old age, 
so to speak. There is no known cure 
for this form of baldness. 


4. Scalp Diseases.—Various para- 
sites attack the scalp, causing the hair 
to fall out. This is curable. Consult a 
dermatologist. Excessive dandruff 
formation indicates an abnormal or 
diseased condition of the scalp. 


5. Defective Scalp Blood Supply.— 
This factor is not well understood. It 
is supposed that, due to some cause or 
causes, the capillary circulation of the 
scalp is interfered with, causing mal-

nutrition of the hair follicles, resulting 
in the death of the hair. This sounds 
plausible theoretically. ‘The theoretical 


remedy is to re-establish the blood cir- - 


culation. 

6. Sedentary habits appear to en- 
courage the falling out of hair, perhaps 
because of the diminished capillary cir- 
culation. 

7. stiff hats are generally believed 
to cause baldness. There may be some 
truth in this, as stiff head coverings 
reduce capillary circulation. 

8. Stiff starched collars, tight neck- 
ties, and other articles about the neck 
which fit rather tightly or closely, are 
supposed to encourage baldness by in- 
terfering with free circulation to head 
and scalp. | 

9. Occupation in dust-laden rooms 
is supposed to cause baldness. The dust 
clogs the sweat glands and oil glands. 
Dry goods clerks and others employed 
in stores and other places where the 
atmosphere is laden with fine dust 
show a high percentage of bald tops. 

10. Outdoor life, especially in a sea 
air, tends to prevent baldness. Exces- 
sive direct snlight is, however, not good 
for the hair or scalp: 


11. Washing hair and scalp twice a 
week, or oftener, is not good, as too 
much of the fat is removed, leaving the 
hair brittle and the scalp irritated. <A 
thorough cleansing once in two weeks 
is, as a rule, sufficient. All soap and 
other matter must be removed by 
means of pure warm water. 


12. Do not use any brush or comb 


that will scratch or irritate the scalp. | 
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A few words with regard to these 
same unsatisfying remedies. Some are 
patented, some are not. Some are old 
and some are new. Some are nasty to 
use and some are nice. Some are a 
stench to the nostrils, some are not. 
Some are absolutely harmful and some 
are not. Everything under the sun has 
been tried. The following are some of 
the most familiar articles used: 


1. Chamomile tea.—This enjoys an 


excellent reputation and apparently 


does no harm. It is an old-time 


remedy. 

2. Burdock tea.—This is not so 
favorably known, but is by some de- 
clared to be very efficient. 


3. Irritants——Under this head may 
be mentioned cantharides, ginger and 
capsicum. They are supposed to pro- 
mote the growth of the hair by stimu- 
lating capillary circulation. 


4. Antiseptics—Here may be men- 
tioned boric acid, salicylic acid, mer- 
curic chloride, carbolic acid and other 
disinfectants. “These would be espe- 
cially useful where the trouble is due 
to some parasite. Surgeons have noted 
that the prolonged use of certain anti- 
septics, as corrosive sublimate, pro- 
motes the growth of hair. 


5. Arsenic.—Arsenic and arsenical 
preparations are said to promote the 
erowth of hair. 


6. Bitter Agents.—As quinine, colo-- 
cynth, chiretta, nux vomica, etc. How 
these substances act is not explained. 


7.. Fixed Oils and Fats.—These act 
by nourishing and lubricating the hair. 
They are nasty to use and are soon 
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Shampoo. They are useful as cleans- 
ing agents. 

11. Puilocarpine.—This enjoys an ex- 
cellent reputation as a hair grower and 
is well worthy a careful trial. 

12. Cactus grandiflorus——This has 
recently come into prominence as a hair 
grower. Its action is not explained. 
Digitalis is also used. 

13. Eucalyptus Oil and Eucalyptol. 
—These have come into use recently 
and are reported to be satisfactory. 

We might continue indefinitely. in 
extending the list of remedies tried. 
We might also mention a long list of 
mechanical remedies, as vacuum cups, 
scalp vibrators, etc., which likewise 
have proven themselves unsatisfactory. 
Out of the chaos we may select the fol- 
lowing as worthy of a trial: | 

I. Keep scalp and hair (as well as 
the entire person) clean. Use good 
soap and clean and soft warm water as 
often as is necessary. 

2. After each shampoo with soap 
and water, a little vaseline or lanoline 
may be rubbed into the roots of the 
hair. | 

3. If there is excessive dandruff or 


~some scalp disease, consult a good 


physician, not a fake hair doctor. 

4. If the cause of the falling out of 
hair is known, remove the cause. 

5. If the individual is not old, is in 
excellent health and there is no good 
reason why the hair should become 
thinner and thinner in the region of the 
topknot, then the following remedy 
may be tried along with the above sug- 
gestions: 


Alcohol (ethyl), 20%........ 1 pint 
Pilocarpine hydrochloride...20 grs. 
to saturation 
Oil of eucalyptus...... to saturation 


Mix the ingredients, adding the sali- 
cylic acid and oil of eucalyptus in ex- 
cess, shake frequently for twelve hours 
and filter. Keep in an amber-colored 
bottle in a dark place. Rub into scalp 
three times a week. 
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The oil of eucalyptus may be omitted 
should the odor prove objectionable. 
Aromatic oils and other odoriferous 
substances should, as a rule, be omitted, 
as no one cares to be advertised as a 
user of hair tonics. 


Sulphur has enjoyed a wide reputa- 
tion as a hair tonic, and it would no 
doubt prove useful in forms of alopecia 
due to certain parasites. Being in- 
soluble it is, however, a nasty remedy 


to use. The tincture of cactus grandi- 
-florus might be added to the above for- 


mula. This preparation is, however, 
uncertain as to its strength, and unless 
there is some certainty that it is of full 
physiological activity, it had better be 
omitted. A one per cent alcoholic solu- 
tion of salicylic acid is considered an 
excellent hair grower: however, the 
frequent application of 96% alcohol is 
not good for hair or scalp. Rubbing 
oil of eucalyptus into the scalp is said 
to cause hair to grow. Henna leaf tea is 
said to be good. We are, however, of 
opinion that the above formula repre- 
sents a remedy which will do good if 
anything will. The remedy, aided by 
the proper general care of the person, 
must be consistently and continuously 
applied. To get a bottle of the remedy 
and souse the hair with it two or three 
times will in all probability not produce 
a profuse growth of beautiful wavy 
locks on a glistening pate. Of course, 
no hair will grow where the roots are 
absolutely dead. Don’t waste money 
and time in quest of a remedy. If some- 
thing must be done, see a wig-maker. 
He will fit you out for perhaps a fifty 
or more. 


MEDICINAL AND POISONOUS 
PLANTS OF CALIFORNIA 
By Albert Schneider 
653. Pistacia mexicana. Pistacia 
nut. Anacardiacez. 
A Mexican plant introduced into 


California. Contains a resinous juice. 
Requires further study. 
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654. Pistacia vera L. Pistacia nut. 
Anacardiacee. 


A native of the Orient and Medi- 
terranean countries, cultivated in Cali- 
fornia. The green seeds are much used 
as a coloring agent in confections and 
ice creams. P. terebinthus yields the 
fragrant turpentine, which was used 
medicinally in the time of Hypocrates. 


P. vera may be grafted on P. terebin- 
thus. 


655. Pittosporum species. Coffee 
trees. Pittosporacee. 
Handsome ornamental trees from 
Australia. The seeds are enclosed ina 
resinous exudate, which should be 
studied more carefully. 


656. Pittosporum undulatum Nutt. 
Pittosporacez. 

The blossoms of this tree yield a 
volatile oil, having the odor of jasmine 
flowers. 

657. Plagiobothrys campestris 
Greene. Snowdrop. Boraginacee. 

The tender shoots, flowers and seeds 
of this plant are eaten. A coloring sub- 
stance is found in the young leaves re- 
sembling that obtained from Alkanna 
tinctoria. This substance is also found 
in other species, notably in P. Ursinus 
of California. (Pammel and Norton, 
Ninth Annual Report of the Mo. Bot. 


Gardens, pp. 149-151.) (Contrib. U8. 
Nat. Herb. 7: 382.) 


658. Plagiobothrys (Eritrichium) 
nothafulvus Gray. Boraginacee. 

Indians use the roots in preparing a 
red face paint. May prove of com- 
mercial value. (U. S. Geog. Surv. 
Wheeler’s Report Bot. 6: 47.) 


659. Plantago species. Plantains. 
Plantaginacez. 


Introduced, and native species are 
common. They are reported to have 
diuretic properties. The Indians eat 
the seeds of P. Patagonica nuda Gray. 
P. Patagonica californica is said to be 
poisonous. (Calif. Geol. Surv. Bot. 2: 
478.) 


660. Podophyllum peltatum L. May 
apple. Berberidacee. 

This small woodland plant of the 
Eastern States and Canada could no 
doubt be introduced into California. It 
requires rich, shady soil. Kell known 
medicinally. 

661. Pogogyne parviflora Benth. 
Labiatz. 

A fragrant herb used much like 
Yerba Buena. The leaves placed in 
houses are said to drive away fleas and 
other pests. Used as a tea, as a 
counterirritant, in colic, etc. 

662. Polygala species. Polygalacee. 

Most of the species contain a bitter 
principle and are used medicinally. The 
native species are woody perennials. P. 
Senega is not found in the State, al- 
though it could no doubt be cultivated. 
(Cal. Geol. Surv. Bot. 1: 58-59.) 

663. Polygala boykinii Nutt. Poly- 
calacee. 

This plant is said to have the prop- 
erties of the Southern senega. (Proc. 
A. Ph. A. 30: 1882.) 

664. Polygala senega L. Senega. 
Polygalacee. 

The true senega is becoming some- 
what rare, and its culture would un- 
doubtedly prove a success financially. 
It requires fairly rich moist soil. 

665. Polygonatum multiflorum All. 
Solomon’s Seal. Liliacez. 

A European plant found everywhere 
in and out of cultivation. The berries 
and flowers are poisonous. Formerly 


‘much used in skin diseases and as a 


cosmetic. (U.5..D.) 
666. Polygonum amphibium L. 
Polygonacee. 


Used in tanning, in the Western 
States; said to contain 18% of tannin. 
Used as a substitute for true sarsa- 
parilla. 


667. Polygonum aviculare L. Yard 
erass. Goose grass. Polygonacez. 

A very common weed in fields and 
yards. A decoction of this plant mixed 
with oak bark is used as an astringent, 
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by Indians as well as whites. Used in 
kidney diseases. The fibrous roots are 
used as a substitute for quinine. ‘The 
seeds are said to be emetic and cathar- 


tic. (Contrib. U. S. Natl. Herb. 7: 3, 
345.) 

668. Polygonum hydropiper  L. 
Smart weed. Water pepper. Poly- 
gonacee. 

A yellow dye is obtained from this 
plant, which is used commercially in 
Europe. Used medicinally in the treat- 
ment of chronic ulcer and in kidney 
diseases. 

669. Polygonum multiflorum. Poly- 
gonacee. 

The roots of this plant are eaten raw; 
said to become bitter on boiling. 

670. Polygonum nodosum. Poly- 
ponacee. 

This plant resembles P. hydropiper. 


671. Polygonum punctatum Ell. 
Dotted smart weed. Polygonacez. 

Properties and uses like those of P. 
hydropiper. (Proc. A. Ph. A. 27: 147, 
1879. ) 

672. Polypodium californicum Kaulf. 
Polypody fern. (Polypodiacez) Fil- 
ices. | 

The juice of this plant is used by 
Indians in the treatment of rheumatism 
and to rub on sores. An extract is used 
in the treatment of sore eyes. (Con- 
trib. U. S. Natl. Herb. 7: 303.) 

673. Polyporus species. Bracket or 
shelf fungi. Polyporiacee. 

Some of these fungi are eaten by 
Indians as well as by whites. They 
have but little food value, being en- 
tirely too woody. (Contrib. U.S. Natl. 
Herb. 7: 300.) 

674. Polytrichum juniperinum. Hair 
cap moss. Robin’s eye. Bryoidez. 

This moss is said to be a powerful 


diuretic, useful in the treatment of 


dropsy. Other species of moss have 
similar properties, but are now but 
little employed by physicians. 

675. Populus species.. Poplars. Sali- 
cacez. 
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Cultivated as ornamental shade trees. 
The buds of P. balsamifera L. and of 
other species are highly balsamic, and 
have been used in kidney, pectoral and 
rheumatic complaints. The bark of 
several species (P. tremuloides and 
others) is used as a tonic remedy. 
(Am. Journ. Pharm. 226, 1892.) (Am. 
Journ. Pharm. 240, 1889.) (U.S. D.) 

676. Populus fremontii Wats. Fre- 
mont’s cottonwood. Salicacez. 

The Indians use a bark decoction as 
a wash for bruises and cuts, especially 
for the sores on horses caused by sad- 
dle chafing. 

677. Populus tremuloides Michx. 
Trembling aspen. Salicacez. 

Indians use the bark of this tree in 
intermittent fevers. It is likewise a 
popular domestic remedy, used as a 
tonic in fevers and malaria. The bark 
contains salicin and populin. (U. S. 
Geog. Surv. Wheeler’s Rep. Bot. 6: 51.) 

678. Porphyra laciniata Ag. Sea 
weed. Bangiacee. 

A sea weed of the Pacific Coast used 
as food by the Indians and Chinese. 
Rich in salt and mucilage. (Proc. Cal. 
Acad. of Sc. Bot. 2: 230, series 3.) (U. 
S. Natl. Herb. 7: 299.) 

679. Porphyra vulgaris Ag. Sea 
weed. Bangiacez. | 

Properties and uses like the preced- 
ing species. (Proc. A. Ph. A. 27: 134, 
1879.) 

680. Portulaca oleracea L. Com- 
mon purslane. Portulacacee. 

Common in low lands. Used medi- 
cinally by the Indians. Also enjoys an 
extensive popular medicinal use. 


681. Potentilla species. Cinquefoil 
(Five finger). Rosacez. | 

There are many California species, 
most of which are perhaps of no medi- 
cinal value. _P. canadensis L. and P. 
argentea L. have been used as astrin- 
gents in dysentery, chronic catarrh, 
night sweats, etc. The roots of P. syl- 
vestris Neck (P. tormentilla, Tormen- 
tilla potentilla, P. erecta) are rich in 
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tannin, and are much used as an astrin- 
gent remedy, and in tanning. They 
yield a red dye. ‘These species are, 
however, not reported from the State. 

682. Potentilla glandulosa nevaden- 
sis Wats. Rosacee. 

A decoction of the stem and leaves 
is used in the treatment of headache 
and stomach-ache. Its value is un- 
doubtedly due to its astringent prop- 


erties. (U.S. D.) 
683. Potentilla reptans L. Cinque- 
foil. Rosacez. 


This European plant and the Ameri- 
can P. canadensis L. have been used as 
astringents in dysentery, catarrhs, etc. 

684. Prinos (Ilex) verticillata Gray. 
Black alder. Aquifoliacee. 

A shrubby tree extensively cultivated. 
Well-known medicinally. The bark, 
and occasionally the berries, are used 


as a tonic and astringent in the treat- 
ment of dysentery. A decoction is used 


as an application to ulcers. 

685. Prosopis (Algarobia) juliflora 
C. Leguminose. 

Indians mix the gum from this plant 
with mud and apply it to the head to 
kill lice and other parasites. A blue 
stain from the leaves and fruit is used 
as a face paint. The fruit is eaten. 


The gum, which resembles gum ara- 
bic, has. commercial value. The seeds 
are rich in grape sugar (30 per cent) 
and-are used as food for cattle. I[n- 
dians prepare an alcoholic drink from 
the seeds. 


The pods and seeds are made into a 


meal and eaten by the Indians, and also 
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where. Seeds, leaves and other parts 
of these trees contain hydrocyanic acid 
to which they owe their medicinal prop- 
erties. Cases of poisoning following 
the eating of fruits and seeds (kernels) 
have been recorded. The young wilted. 
foliage of some cherry trees has proven 
poisonous to cattle. (Cal. Geol. Bot. 
1: 166.) 

687. Prunus andersonii Gray. Ros- 
acez. 

The fruit is eaten by the Cohilla In- 
dians. 

688. Prunus caroliniana Ait. 
cherry. Rosacez. 

Common in the southern coast States 
and is cultivated in California. Grown 
as an ornamental plant and as a hedge. 
The poisonous principle which it con- 
tains requires further study. 

689. Prunus demissa Walp. West- 
ern wild che-ry. Rosacez. 

This plant is poisonous. It has tonic 
and diuretic properties. 

690. Prunus domestica L. Plums. 
Prunes. Rosacee. 

Plums in great variety, including the 
prune plum, are extensively cultivated 
in California. Cherries are also culti- 
vated in great variety. 

691. Prunus ilicifolia Walp.

A drink is prepared from the leaves, 
which is used as a substitute for coffee. 
A strong decoction made from the 
spring buds is used in the treatment of 
venereal diseases. The leaves are used 
by the Indians in the sweat bath to 
cure rheumatism. 

697. Psoralea carylifolia Roxb. Le- 
guminose. 

The seeds are used in the treatment 
of leucoderma (white leprosy). 

698. Psoralea physodes Dougl. Le- 
guminose. 

A native of California popularly em- 
ployed as a tonic and emmenogogue. 
Other species are similarly used. P. 
tenuiflora Pursh. is said to be poison-

700. Ptelea trifoliata L. Wo6ing seed. 
Wafer ash. Rutacez. 

The bark is much used by Western 
physicians in the treatment of dyspep- 
sia, and in ailments requiring a mild 
non-irritating bitter tonic.

703. Punica granatum L. Pome- 
granate.

State. Well-known medicinally. (Proc. 
A. Ph. A. 28: 176, 1880.) 

704. Purshia tridentata DC. Rosa- 
cee. 

Indians use a decoction of the leaves 
as a cough medicine. The directions 
are “take lots of leaves, drink about a 
cup full.” 


705. Pyrethrum species and varie- 


ties. Composite. 

Many species and varieties are cul- 
tivated, including P. roseum and P. 
cinerarizfolium, from which insect 
powders are made. Several brands of 
insect powders are manufactured in 
California, including the well-known 
buhach. (Miss D. Fisher, Buhach, A 
California Insect Powder. Cal. _— of 
Pharm. Thesis, 1904.) 

706. Pyrola picta Smith. Ww hite 
veined skin leaf. Ericacez. 

Plasters and poultices made from ete 
leaves are applied to bruises and sores. 


707. Pyrola rotundifolia bracteata 


Gray. Indian lettuce. Canker lettuce. 
Ericacez. 

A tincture of the fresh plant is used 
in the treatment of ulcers, sores and 
cancer. | 

708. Pyrus cydonia L. Quince. 
Rosacez. 

This well-known fruit tree is com- 
mon throughout the State of California. 

709. Querces species. Oaks. Cupu- 
lifere. 

Some of the California oaks (Q. lo- 
bata, Q. agrifolia) are remarkable for 
size and grandeur. Nine species occur 
within the State. The bark of Q. densi- 
flora (California tan bark oak) is very 
rich in tannin, used medicinally, and 
also in tanning. The seeds of-the sev- 
eral species are roasted and eaten by 
Indians, and constitute a very import- 
ant article of diet. Small galls of the 
size of a pea are common on the Cali- 
fornia live oak. Large galls, several 
inches in diameter, occur on another 
species of oak (Q. lobata, California 
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oak galls) which are reported to be rich 
in tannin. 

The fresh galls are used in the treat- 
ment of sore eyes. The bark of Q. lo- 
bata is used in the treatment of dys- 
entery. The bark of Q. Californica and 
Q. Douglassii is mixed for tanning pur- 
poses. (P. H. Lane:. Cal. Tan. Bark 
Oak, Cal. College of Pharm., Thesis, 
1902.) (Contrib. U.S. Natl. Herb. Vol. 
7, No. 3), (Contrib. U. S. Natl. Herb. 7: 
343), (Proc. A. Ph. A. 27: 275, 1879.) 

710. Ramalina reticulata. Old man’s 
beard. Lichenes. 

Common on California live oak, 
hanging in long tufts from the 
branches. 
other trees. Used for bedding and as 
a packing material. At one time used 
as a hair tonic. Has no medicinal 
value. 

711. Ramona (Audebertia) species. 
Sage. Greasewood. Labiatez. 

Noted honey yielding plants of Cali- 
fornia. ‘The honey from the flowers is 
of extra quality. 

712. Ranunculus species. Crowfoot. 
Ranunculacee. 

Most of the species have acrid prop- 
erties and are poisonous. R. flammula 
L., R. scelaratus L. and other species 
found in the State contain alkaloids 
(ranunculine) which are highly irri- 
tating and poisonous. The fresh leaves 
of several species are applied externally 
for blistering purposes. ‘There are 
many native species. 


713. Ranunculus eisenii Kellogg. 
Buttercup. Ranunculacee. 

This species contain an acrid, more 
or less poisonous principle, character- 
istic of the group. The parched seeds 
are eaten by Indians. The seeds of R. 
Californicus are also eaten. (Cal. 
- Geog. Surv. Bot. 1: 4.) 


714. Razoumofskya (Arceuthobium) 
occidentalis K. Loranthacez. 

A mistletoe parasitic on the digger 
pine. A decoction of the plant is used

STATE BOARDS AND FACULTIES 


The Druggists’ Circular has received 
from Dr. H. H. Rusby, under date of 
February 8th, the two papers, one by 
himself and the other by Dr. W. G. 
Gregory, printed below. These will be 
found of especial interest to members 
of boards of pharmacy, members of the 
faculties of pharmaceutical colleges, 
and prospective candidates and stu- 
dents: 

To the Members of the American 
Conference of Pharmaceutical Facul- 
ties:—At a meeting of the executive 
committee of your syllabus committee, 
held on January 4, 1909, the subject 
of the reception accorded to the report 
of the syllabus committee by the Con- 
ference, in August last, was considered. 
Although this reception was on the 


whole encouraging, it was clear to the 


committee that many members were 
proceeding on an erroneous under- 
standing of the status of the syllabus 
that may be adopted. The undersigned 
was therefore instructed to draft a com- 
munication to the schools of pharmacy, 
explaining those features which appear 
to be imperfectly understood. This 
draft having been submitted to and ap- 
proved by said committee, is here pre- 
sented. 


All work performed upon the sylla- 
bus, that now in progress and that con- 
templated, should be regarded in the 
light of a progressive systematic study. 
The results are to be recommended by 
the committee, and their object is to do 
something toward preparing the way 
for such a degree of uniformity in the 
minimum requirements of the boards, 
and therefore, in the minimum instruc- 
tion of the schools, as shall seem prac- 
ticable. It is hoped that experience 
will show that this uniformity can be 
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gradually increased, changes being 
made at five-year intervals. 

The statement will doubtless be en- 
dorsed by every member of the Confer- 
ence, that no results in such an import- 
ant matter as this, which have not been 
attained by such systematic study, 
should be accepted, and that it is not 
likely that any advance toward uni- 
formity can be expected except as the 
result of this painstaking method. 

It will also be recognized that the 
very fact that a tentative syllabus pro- 
vokes diverse criticism is evidence of 
the need of such study, and that this 
need is the greater in proportion to the 


strength and variety of such criticism. 


The thorough analysis and discussion 
of the work of your committee must 
therefore be regarded as an unmixed 
good, and such a discussion will result 
in showing how far it is possible to go 
in securing an initial basis. of 
uniformity. 

Up to the present, the committee’s 
recommendation of a general division 
of the 1,000-hour course into, chemistry 
— 400 hours, pharmacy—300 hours and 
materia medica—300 hours, may be 
considered as the only one that has 
been approved by the conference and 
the board association. ‘This approval, 
while not possessing any obligatory 
power over any member of either body 
which does not approve of it, may be 
expected to determine, for the first ten- 
tative period of five years, the general 
policy of the boards in framing their 
examinations, and of the schools in 
fitting students to meet them. With- 
out any compulsion or formal agree- 
ment, this result could not fail to super- 
vene as a result of the individual ap- 
proval of the several members. Should 
it be possible to take one or more ad- 
ditional steps, in the direction of gen- 
eral approval of any of the subdivisions, 
a similar influence might be expected 
to accrue, and the right and propriety 
of such a result could scarcely be called 


in question, coming as it would from 
voluntary approval after careful con- 
sideration and full discussion. 

Your syllabus committee wishes to 
say for itself that it and its several sub- 
committees have held extended and 
thorough discussions, and that these 
discussions have followed upon long 
and close individual study by the mem- 
bers of the subjects submitted to them. 
This study has included the local condi- 
tions under which the boards and 
schools labor in different sections and 
the methods and policies which they 
severally follow, as well as the prin- 
ciples. on which correct and successful 
action should be based. 

Coerced as we are by the logic of the 
above considerations, we have decided 
to proceed with our analytical studies 
of the syllabus, and to submit, at as 
early a date as possible, a detailed syn- 
opsis of topics for discussion. It is 
most earnestly asked that, when this 
synopsis is received, it will be studied 
by the members on the basis above pre- 
sented, and in the same spirit as that 
in which it is offered. 

Although the members of the confer- 
ence generally understand the relations 
of the New York members to this work, 
it is apparent that there are some 
whose understanding of this matter is 
the opposite of the correct one. The 
New York State interests found them- 
selves compelled by existing conditions 
to take action in this direction. Recog- 
nizing the disadvantageous results 
which must follow an action that was 
not acceptable to those in other States, 
they have delayed such action pending 
that which the Conference may take. 
The New York attitude therefore is 
that of asking for a general decision 
on these subjects, to the end that it 
may conform as far as possible with 
the results so reached. In so far as any 
of its views may be adopted, after dis- 
cussion, by others, this will mean 
merely that it chanced to be first com- 
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pelled to reach such conclusions, and 
that these have been found acceptable 
to its associates.

To the Members of the Boards of 
Pharmacy of the United States :—One 
of the principal functions of a board of 
pharmacy is to determine the fitness 
of applicants for the responsibilities of 
supplying the public with drugs and 
medicines. Nearly the sole function of 
a college of pharmacy is to fit its stu- 
dents to assume such responsibilities. 
The colleges were first in the field and 
for many years their decision as to the 
fitness of their students, evidenced by 
diplomas, was final. Then the States 
began to think that they themselves 
ought to decide as to the fitness of 
those permitted to furnish drugs and 
medicines. To do this boards of phar- 
macy were created, so there are now 
these two groups of institutions—one 
to train pharmacists and the other to 
test such training. 

Both bodies are working with a 
single aim, to advance the interests of 
American pharmacy; but while their 
aims are alike, there is too little prac- 
tical co-operation. Think how advan- 
tageous it will be to have both of these 
powerful agencies working in thorough 
accord, with a perfect understanding of 
each other’s field and a cordial response 
to each other’s suggestions. 

Up to the present time there siiliiers 
to have been but two slight points of 
contact between the boards and col- 
leges. First, to a very limited extent 
there is a common membership, that is 
to say, upon a few boards there are col- 
lege professors. This condition has 
positive advantages, especially in se- 
curing co-operation between boards 
and colleges, but there is decided ob- 
jection to the arrangement in many 
quarters so it cannot be depended upon 
as a national source of co-operation. 
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Second, the annual meetings of the 
national organizations of these two 
bodies for several years have occurred 
at the same time and place, but as yet 
the point of contact is insignificant, so 
this means will scarcely bring about the 
close co-operation that is desirable. 

Where then shall we find the agency 
that will bind more closely together 
the boards and colleges? Is it not to 
be found in the work of the national 
syllabus committee? This committee 
consists of board members and college 


teachers in about equal proportion, 


with practical pharmacists and profes- 
sional educators, and is engaged in an 
attempt to construct a scheme of. les- 
sons that shall cover the ground which 
the boards believe should be included 
in a pharmacist’s education and which 
the colleges can accept as the minimum 
preparation of their students for ex- 
amination by the boards. 

Surely board members ought to be 


interested in the preparation of their 


examinees and just as surely board 
members ought to have a voice as to 
the subjects in which such preparation 
shall be made and the relative amount 
of time to be given to each subject. 
The boards have never made a direct 
statement upon this matter. They 
have never worked in unison. Only 


by inferences drawn from their exami- 


nation papers has it been possible to 
gather an idea of the subjects in which 
they expected their examinees to be 
prepared. 

How much time shall be given to 
botany as compared with pharmacy? 
How much time shall be given to mi- 
croscopy as compared with chemistry? 
What proportion of time shall be given 
to practical subjects as compared with 
theoretical? What new subjects shall 
be added? What old ones shall be 
dropped or reduced in time? ‘These are 
the questions with which the commit- 
tee is wrestling and it is in the study of 
these and similar questions that the 
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common sense and practical experience 
of the board members are needed. 

Doubtless the colleges have a ten- 
dency to become too scientific and the 
influence of the boards is needed to se- 
cure the practical in the syllabi of the 
schools. Where then can a more ef- 
fective measure of co-operation be 
found than in their effort to mutually 
engage in the preparation of a national 
syllabus that will give expression to 
the views of the boards as to the sub- 
jects and their relative importance in 
which examinees should be trained and 
will show the limits which the colleges 
believe should mark a minimum phar- 
maceutical education? ‘There will nec- 
essarily be somewhat of a compromise 
in such a syllabus, but that will make it 
stronger than if it were too theoretical 
or too quiz-like. 

A national syllabus then will have 
these advantages: 


I. It will give all the boards a uni- 
form outline of the ground to be cov- 
ered by their examinations. 


2. It will give examinees definite 
knowledge of the preparation expected 
by the boards. 

3. It will give the colleges a mini- 
mum outline of the ground to be cov- 
ered in the preparation of their students 
for board examinations. 


4. It will lead to such uniformity in’ 


board examinations that the reciprocal 
recognition of licenses will become an 
easier problem. 

Is it worth your while to give your 
interest and support to this movement ? 
A report of progress has already been 
mailed to board members but dupli- 
cates will be sent by the secretary on 
request. An additional report is in 
preparation to be mailed upon comple- 
tion. Your study and constructive 
criticism is invited.

Fluidglycerate of Hydrastis 


Take of Hydrastis, in No. 30 


Proceed according to the type pro- 
cess, using 70 Cc. of the glycerol-water 
menstruum to moisten the drug. 

This preparation deposited a sedi- 
ment soon after made, but the strained 
liquid has remained clear and has the 
color, taste and odor of the drug. It 
mixes clear with syrup, cloudy with 
water and diluted alcohol, and turbid 
with alcohol, with a copious precipi- 
tate.

Fluidglycerate of Ipecac 

Take of Ipecac, in No. 40 


Mix the acetic acid with 50 Cc. of the 
elycerol-water menstruum and then 
proceed according to the type process. 

The product is nearly clear, has de- 
posited no sediment, and is fully active. 
It mixes clear with syrup and diluted 
alcohol, and only a slight opalescence 
with water, but turbid with alcohol. 
It assayed by the official process for 
assay of fluidextract of ipecac .4756 
Gm. alkaloids in 100 Cc. 

Fluidglycerate of Krameria 


Take of Krameria, in No. 20 


Proceed according to the type pro- 
cess, using 60 Cc. of the glycerol-water 
menstruum to moisten the drug. 

This has proven to be an entirely 
satisfactory preparation, and a.sample 
two years old shows no deterioration. 
It mixes clear with syrup, diluted al- 
cohol and alcohol, but makes with 
water a slightly cloudy mixture, having 
a purplish tinted opalescence. 


Fluidglycerate of Lappa 


Proceed according to the type pro-

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cess, using 60 Cc. of the glycerol-water 
menstruum to moisten the drug. 

This product deposited a copious 
starchy semi-gelatinous sediment, and 
although it had the odor and taste of 
the drug, | do not consider it satisfac- 
tory. It mixed clear with water, syrup 
and diluted alcohol, but turbid with 
alcohol. 

Fluidglycerate of Lobelia 


Take of Lobelia, in No. 30 


Mix the acetic acid with 75 Cc. of 
the glycerol-water menstruum and 
moisten the drug with this mixture, 
and then proceed according to the type 
process. 

This is a good product, showing but 
a trace of precipitate and possessing 
all the acridity and irritating taste of 
the drug. It mixes clear with water, 
syrup and diluted alcohol, but turbid 
with alcohol . 


Fluidglycerate of Marrubium 


Take of Marrubium, in No. 20 
powder 


Proceed according to the type proc- 
ess, using 100 Cc. of the glycerol-water 
menstruum for moistening the drug. 

This product has deposited but a 
very scant sediment. It has the odor 
and taste of horehound and should 
prove useful. It mixes clear with 
water and syrup, and nearly clear with 
diluted alcohol, but alcohol produces a 
copious precipitate and turbidity. 

Fluidglycerate of Matricaria 
Take of Matricaria, in No. 20 
powder 

Proceed according to the type proc- 
ess, using 100 Cc. of the glycerol-water 
menstruum to moisten the drug. 

The product deposited a copious 
gelatinous precipitate and was not con- 
sidered as satisfactory, although pos- 
sessing the bitterness and aroma of the 
drug. It mixes clear with syrup and 


diluted alcohol, slightly cloudy with 
water and turbid with alcohol. 
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Fluidglycerate of Nutgall 
Take of Nutgall, in No. 20 


Rub up the nutgall in a clean mortar 
with 120 Cc. of the glycerol-water men- 
struum and then transfer it to the per- 
colator and proceed according to the 
type process. 

It is very difficult to percolate pow- 
dered nutgall in the usual way. If the 
powder is too fine it will at once gum 
and resist all attempts to extraction 
with the menstruum, and so it was 
found necessary to use a_ coarsely 
ground drug and to make this into a 
very thin paste before attempting ex- 
traction. The product separated what 
at first seemed like considerable sedi- 
ment, but this deposited as a small 
amount of precipitate closely adhering 
to the bottom of the bottle, and from 
which the clear liquid was readily de- 
canted. It mixes clear with water, 
syrup, and diluted alcohol, and almost 
clear with alcohol. 

Fluidglycerate of Nux Vomica 

Take of Nux Vomica, in No. 20 


powder 
Acetic acid . 


Mix the acetic acid with 80 Cc. of the 
glycerol-water menstruum and moisten 
the drug with this mixture, and then 
proceed according to the type process. 

This product is peculiar from the 
fact that, while it has not precipitated, 
it becomes thick and opalescent and 
the thickening has increased to a mu- 


' cilaginous consistency. It mixes clear 


with syrup, cloudy with water and di- 
luted alcohol, and turbid with alcohol. 
It assayed .g96 Gm. strychnine in 100 
Ce. This preparation will require fur- 
ther experiment and possibly a change 
in the acid constituent will make it 
entirely satisfactory. 


Fluidglycerate of Bitter Orange Peel 
Take of Bitter Orange Peel, in 
No. 20 powder 


Proceed according to the type proc- 
ess, using 100 Cc. of the glycerol- 
water menstruum to moisten the drug. 
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The product formed a mucilaginous 
sediment, but after straining it has re- 
mained clear. It has the bitterness and 
considerable of the flavor of orange 
peel, the aroma being brought out on 
dilution. It mixes clear with water, 
syrup and diluted alcohol, and cloudy 


with alcohol. 


Fluidglycerate of Sweet Orange Peel 
Take of Sweet Orange Peel, in 


Proceed according to the type proc- 
ess, using 100 Cc. of the glycerol- 
water menstruum to moisten the drug. 

The product formed much less pre- 
cipitate than the bitter orange, was 
readily decanted, and after straining 
has remained clear. It is_ slightly 
acid, pleasantly bitter and has a good 
aroma. It mixes clear with water, 
syrup and diluted alcohol, and slightly 


cloudy with alcohol. 


Fluidglycerate of Pareira 
Take of Pareira, in No. 20 


Proceed according to the type pro- 
cess, using 60 Cc. of the glycerol-water 
menstruum to moisten the drug. 

This product deposited a starch-like 
sediment, which was readily removed 
by straining. It has since continued 
clear and is decidedly bitter and makes 
slightly cloudy mixtures with water, 
syrup and diluted alcohol, and turbid

Fluidglycerate of Phytolacca Root 
Take of Phytolacca Root, in 


Proceed according to the type pro- 
cess, using 100 Cc. of the glycerol- 
water menstruum to moisten the drug.

The precipitate formed in this prod- 
uct was not appreciable. It is rich in 
odor and taste of the leaf, and should 
be an ideal form of administering the 
drug. It mixes clear with water, syrup 
and diluted alcohol, and turbid with 
alcohol. Assayed by the official pro- 
cess for assaying the fluidextract of 
pilocarpus it yielded 0.35 Gm. of alka- 
loids in 100 Cc. 


Fluidglycerate of Pomegranate 
Take of Pomegranate, in No. 20 


Proceed according to the type pro- 
cess, using 70 Cc. of the glycerol-water 
menstruum to moisten the drug. 

The product is a perfectly clear, as- 
tringent and bitter liquid which doubt- 
less represents the drug, and should 
prove a valuable remedy. It mixes 
clear with syrup and diluted alcohol, 
and turbid with water and alcohol. 


Fluidglycerate of Quassia 
Take of Quassia, in No. 20 


Proceed according to the type pro- 
cess, using 90 Cc. of the glycerol-water 
menstruum to moisten the drug. 

This product is an excellent prepara- 
tion of the drug that has deposited no 
appreciable sediment, and the marc 
shows that the drug was exhausted as 
far as possible. It mixes clear with 
water, syrup and diluted alcohol, and 
opalescent with alcohol. | 

Fluidglycerate of Quillaja 

Take of Quillaja, in No. 20 


Proceed according to the type pro- 


cess, using 100 Cc. of the glycerol- 
water menstruum to moisten the drug. 

This is another good preparation, be- 
ing clear and active. It mixes clear 
with water, syrup and diluted alcohol, 


and cloudy with alcohol. 
Fluidglycerate of Red Clover 
Take of Red Clover, in No. 20 
Proceed according to the type pro- 
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cess, using 160 Cc. of the glycerol- 
water menstruum to moisten the drug. 

The product separated at first a mu- 
cilaginous sediment that occupied 
nearly one-third of the bottle. After 
some time this deposited and the 
strained liquid has remained clear. It 
is a pleasant, acidulous, astringent, 
and mixes clear with water, syrup and 
diluted alcohol, and turbid with al- 
cohol. 


Fluidglycerate of Red Rose 
Take of Red Rose, in No. 60 
Mix the powdered rose petals with 


at least an equal bulk of clean sand and 


proceed according to the type process, . 


using 50 Cc. of the glycerol-water men- 
struum to moisten the drug. 

This product is not entirely satisfac- 
tory, being exceedingly astringent but 
deficient in color. The addition of acid 
would possibly improve the formula. 
It mixes clear with syrup and diluted 
alcohol, but cloudy with water and 
alcohol. 


Fluidglycerate of Rhubarb. 
Take of Rhubarb, in No. 30 
Proceed according to the type pro- 


cess, using 50 Cc. of the glycerol-water 

menstruum to moisten the drug. 
This product is thick, clear, rich in 

color and taste of the drug, and is an 


excellent preparation, and the marc. 


shows that the drug was fully ex- 
hausted. It mixes clear with syrup and 
diluted alcohol, but cloudy with water, 
and alcohol makes a turbid mixture 
with decided precipitate. 
Fluidglycerate of Rhus Glabra 
Take of Rhus Glabra, in No. 20 


Proceed according to the type pro- 


cess, using 60 Cc. of the glycerol-water 
menstruum to moisten the drug. 

This is a handsome preparation, a 
clear red liquid, possessing the acid as- 
tringent taste of the drug and fully rep- 
resenting it, and should be a very 
proper form for the exhibition of this 
remedy. It mixes clear with water,

syrup and diluted alcohol, and slightly 
cloudy with alcohol. 


Fluidglycerate of Rubus 
Take of Rubus, in No. 20 


Proceed according to the type pro-. 


cess, using 60 Cc. of the glycerol-water 
menstruum to moisten the drug. 

The product deposited a gray col- 
ored sediment, closely adhering to the 
bottom of the bottle, and from this it 
was readily strained and it is now a 
somewhat opalescent, very astringent 
liquid that mixes clear with syrup and 
diluted alcohol, cloudy with water and 
turbid with alcohol. 


Fluidglycerate of Rumex 
Take of Rumex, in No. 20 


Proceed according to the type pro- 
cess, using 60 Cc. of the glycerol-water 
menstruum to moisten the drug. 

This is another good product that 
has but a trace of sediment. It mixes 
clear with syrup and diluted alcohol 
and cloudy with water and turbid with 
alcohol. 


| Fluidglycerate of Salvia 
Take of Salvia, in No. 30 


Proceed: according to the type pro- 


cess, using 100 Cc. of the glycerol- 
water menstruum to moisten the drug. 
This product has deposited but a 
trace of sediment, is clear and pos- 
sesses the well-marked odor and taste 
of the drug, which it appears to well 
represent. It mixes clear with water, 
syrup and diluted alcohol and turbid 
with alcohol. 
Fluidglycerate of Sanguinaria 
Take of Sanguinaria, in No. 20 . 


Mix the acetic acid with 40 Cc. of 
the glycerol-water menstruum and 
moisten the drug with the mixture and 
then proceed according to the type 
process. 

This product has not proven to be 
entirely satisfactory, as it has de- 


veloped a considerable sediment. It

Take of Scoparium, in No. 20 


Proceed according to the type pro- 
cess, using 60 Cc. of the glycerol-water 
menstruum to moisten the drug. 

This is another satisfactory prepara- 
tion that has deposited no sediment. It 
mixes clear with syrup and diluted 
alcohol, but cloudy with water and 
turbid with alcohol. 


| Fluidglycerate of Scutellaria 
Take of Senbellaria, in No. 20 


Proceed according to the type pro- 


cess, using 60 Cc. of the glycerol-water 
menstruum to moisten the drug. 

The product formed but a small 
amount of compact sediment, from 
which it was readily strained and has 
since remained clear and well repre- 
sents the drug. It remains clear with 
syrup and diluted alcohol and cloudy 
with water and is coagulated by 


alcohol. 


Fluidglycerate of Senega 
Take of Senega, in No. 20 


Solution of Potassium Hydrox- 


Mix the _ solution of potassium 
hydroxide with 60 Cc. of the glycerol- 
water menstruum and moisten the 
drug with this mixture, and then pro- 
ceed according to the type process. 


The product is opalescent and quite 
thick, but remains free from sediment. 
It mixes clear with syrup, opalescent 
with water, cloudy with diluted alcohol 
and turbid with alcohol. 


Fluidglycerate of Senna 
Take of Senna, in No. 20 
Distilled water, a sufficient quantity. 


Infuse the senna in 50 Cc. of warm 
distilled water and when cold strain 
with pressure, repeat the infusion twice 
with the same amount of warm distilled 
water, mix the strained liquids and 
evaporate on the water-bath to 50 Cc., 
add the glycerin and strain. 

It was found to be impossible to per- 
colate senna with the glycerol-water 
menstruum as it assumed a gummy 
mass which absolutely blocked the per- 
colator. Consequently an _ infusion 
process was here adopted. The product 
is very thick and dark and mixes clear 
with syrup, cloudy with water and 
diluted alcohol and is coagulated by 
alcohol. 

Fluidglycerate of Spigelia 
Take of Spigelia, in No. 20 
Proceed according to the type pro- 


cess, using 85 Cc. of the glycerol-water 
menstruum to moisten the drug. 

This is an excellent preparation, has 
not precipitated, and has the aroma 
and peculiar pungent and acrid taste of 
the drug. It mixes clear with syrup, 
slightly cloudy with water and diluted 
alcohol and turbid with alcohol. 

Fluidglycerate of Stillingia 

Take of Stillingia, in No. 20 


Proceed according to the type pro- 


cess, using 80 Cc. of the glycerol-water 
menstruum to moisten the drug. 

This is a good preparation of the 
drug, possessing its odor and taste 
strongly and free from sediment. It 
mixes clear with water, syrup, diluted 
alcohol and turbid with alcohol.

THE POISON LABEL 
Danger in the Too Common Use of It 


Since the Russian Government en- 
acted the law requiring the “Poison 
Label” to be attached to all containers 
of vodka (a strong alcoholic beverage), 
numerous cases of accidental poisoning 
have been reported from various parts 
of the empire. There is a large popula- 
tion of illiterates in Russia, and with 
them the “Poison Label” appearing on 
vodka bottles has come to stand for 
vodka. As a result many bottles of 
really poisonous mixtures are being 
drunk by these people under the im- 
pression that any bottle bearing the 
“Poison Label” contains vodka. This 
emphasizes the danger of making the 
“Poison Label” too common, for while 
we have few illiterate adults we have 
many children, and to them the “Poison 
Label” now means a sign of real dan- 
ger. The attempt of ill-advised legis- 
lators to impose the “Poison Label” 
upon drugs, medicines and household 
remedies, which have been freely and 
harmlessly taken for years, cannot be 
too severely condemned. When the 
“Poison Label” appears too often, and 
on nearly everything, children as well 
as adults will become careless of poison 
labels, because the word Poison and 
the skull and cross-bones will lose their 
terror, and bottles and boxes of really 
poisonous drugs will be carelessly left 
with bottles of harmless remedies, be- 
cause all are labeled alike. The dan- 
gers to the public, and to children 
particularly, of this confusion cannot 
be overestimated. 


A MEDICAL BILL WITH A VEN- 
GEANCE 


According to the Portland Oregon- 
ian, there are extremists among the 
doctors of the north, worse, it seems, 


than any we have here, and we have 
had some who have assailed the liber- 
ties of our citizens in no small degree. 
Says the Oregonian: 

Who Will Defend This Bill? 
_ Are we to have a doctors’ trust in Ore- 
gon? We are to have, if Senate bill 201, 


introduced by Senator Nottingham, shall 
become a law. It is a long measure, setting 


forth a great many things the State Board 


of Medical Examiners (an _ autocratic 
body with supreme powers over life, limb 
and reputation) may do, and others may 
not do. It would take a great deal of 
space to set forth all the sections of this 
astonishing measure. Passing over seven- 
teen sections, which are full of meat for the 
doctors and menace for all others, we find 
the following in section 18: 
“Any person shall be regarded as prac- 
ticing medicine and surgery who shall * 
* * prescribe or administer any drug, 
medicine, treatment, method or practice, or 
perform any operation or manipulation, or 
apply any apparatus or appliance, for the 
cure, alleviation, amelioration, correction, 
reduction or modification of any human 


disease, ill, deformity, defect, wound, or 


injury, for hire, fee, compensation, or re- 
ward, promised, offered, expected, received, 
or accepted, directly or indirectly.” 

No oculist, optometrist, chiropodist or 
masseur can live and work hereafter in Ore- 
gon if this amazing bill becomes a law, un- 
less he qualifies as a medical doctor by 
examination before this board. No drug 
clerk can sell you medicine for your cold; 
no barber can recommend and apply tonic 
to your dandruff-filled hair; no beauty doc- 
tor can assist in your modest and proper de- 
sire to be better looking; no benevolent 
midwife in the plains of the remote counties 
of Oregon, where it is many miles to a doc- 
tor or surgeon, can respond to any neigh- 
bor’s call for help in the expectation of any 
pay or fee or reward, implied, promised or 
deserved. No storekeeper or druggist in 
or near any logging camp can render first 
aid to injured without making himself liable 
to fine and imprisonment. 

There is more like it in this wonderful 
bill; but that will do. Is there a doctor in 
Oregon who will have the temerity to de- 
fend the bill, or to advocate its passage by 
the Legislature? 
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PHARMACY LAW CONSTITUTIONAL 


Giving Away of Poisons Not Prohibited— 
The Act Regulating the Sale of Poisons 
in This State Is Not Invalid Because 
It Does Not Prohibit the Giving Away 
of Poisons—Unanimous Decision of the 
Supreme Court 

J. L. Hallawell was convicted 
violation of section 8 of an act entitled 

“An act regulating the sale of poisons 

in the State of California, and provid- 

ing a penalty for the violation thereof.” 

His contention is that the act is void. 

He had made previous application for 

his discharge to the Court of Appeals 

for the Second Appellate District, and 
was remanded to custody. The opinion 
and conclusion of the Court of Ap- 
peals is reported in VII Cal. App. Dec., 
page 131. Wauth what is there said we 
are in full accord. Petitioner urges 
other considerations not discussed by 
the Court of Appeals, which he insists 
show the invalidity of the law in ques- 
tion. These may be briefly considered. 

Thus, he urges that while the sale or 
disposition of poisons may be subject 
to reasonable regulation by the State, 


the act in question is not reasonable, | 


Since it regulates merely the sale of 
poisons, declaring that they shall be 
sold only upon physicians’ certificates, 
and does not at all prohibit the giving 
of them away. To this it may be an- 
swered that the legislature doubtless 
had not perceived that the extravagant 
generosity of pharmacists in giving 
away their poisonous drugs had 
reached an evil calling for prohibitory 
legislation. Only when such a time 
arrives will there be need for laws to 
meet the peril. 

As illustrating the hardship and in- 
justice of the existing law, petitioner 
points out that, “if a party comes to the 
druggist who has his little store in a 
little hamlet, where no doctor resides, 
and perhaps, there is no local physician 
within miles, and his child is suffering 
with the toothache or earache, or his 
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wife may be suffering with intense 
pain, or his horse may have an acute 
attack of colic, and he comes to this 
druggist and he calls for laudanum, the 
druggist who sells it to him has vio- 
lated the law,” but if he gives it to him 
he has not violated the law. In the 
very harrowing picture which is thus 
portrayed may be found another reason 
why the legislature did not see fit to 
prohibit the giving away of the pain- 
soothing poison. Recognizing that no 
druggist could resist such an appeal, 
and that, to alleviate such suffering, he 
would certainly dispense his anodyne, 
it empowered him to do so without 
violating the law by giving it away, 
trusting to his commercial sense to 
see that this practice of gift-giving did 
not grow into a State evil. 


Finally, it is contended that section 
8 is void, as being a subject matter not 
embraced within the title of the act, as 
required by article IV, section 24, of 
the constitution. The title of the act 
has been quoted above. Section 8 is 
quoted in the opinion of the Court of 
Appeals above referred to and adopted. 
Petitioner's argument is that, by its 
title, the act is one to regulate the sale 
of poisons, while, by section 8, the sale 
of certain poisons is_ prohibited. 
Clearly, such is not the case. The sale 
is regulated by requiring a physician’s 
certificate as an authority to the drug- 
gist for vending the poisons, or phrased 
differently, the sale is prohibited ex- 
cepting upon a physician’s prescrip- 
tion. But here it may be proper to 
say that the constitutional provision 
invoked was not designed as a loop- 
hole of escape from, or a means for the 
destruction of legitimate legislation. 
In times past an abuse has grown up, 
which consisted in attaching to a bill 
dealing with one matter of legislation 
a clause entirely foreign to that subject- 
matter, to the end that, hidden under 
the cloak of the meritorious legislation, 
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the obnoxious measure might “ride 
through.” Such riders, as they came 
to be designated, not infrequently em- 
braced ill-digested and pernicious legis- 
lation, relief bills, private appropria- 
tion measures, and the like, which 
would not have carried if the legisla- 
tive mind had been directed to them. 
It was to cure this evil that the con- 
stitution made it mandatory that a bill 
should embrace but one subject-matter, 
and to meet the case of such a “rider” 
actually slipping through, declared that 
any matter foreign to the title of the 
bill should be held void. But it was 
never expected that the title to an act 
should be an index to all of its provi- 
sions, and so long as the provisions 
themselves are cognate, attingent and 
germane to the subject-matter of the 
title, no violence is done to the consti- 
tution. 
For these reasons the writ is dis- 
charged and the prisoner remanded.

FIFTEEN USEFUL THINGS TO 
KNOW 


I. Fluid extract or tincture of 
senega aids the emulsification of any 
oil. 

2. Glucosides should not be dis- 
pensed with free acids. Acids decom- 
pose them. 

3. Potassium iodide and potassium 
chlorate form at the temperature of the 
body a poisonous compound, prob- 
ably an iodate. 

4. Lime is more soluble in syrup 
than in water, as it forms soluble sac- 
charates with sugar. _ 

5. Salol can cause carbolic poison- 
ing, since it breaks up in the stomach 


into 36 per cent of carbolic acid and 64 
per cent of salicylic acid. It is de- 
composed by alkalies. 

6. Never filter a rhubarb prepara- 
tion. Always shake before using. 

7. ‘The stain of chrysarobin may be 
removed by a weak solution of sodium 
hydrate. 

8. Potassium permanganate when 
used for alkaloidal. poisoning should 
be given in five-grain doses, well 
diluted, every fifteen minutes until 
four doses are taken. 

9. Carbolic acid which has turned 
red may be purified by adding a little 
alcohol and subjecting the resulting 
solution to a low temperature. The 
acid will crystallize out clear, leaving 
the coloring agent in the alcohol. 

10. Hydrocyanic acid is formed by 
the slow action of potassium carbonate 
on tincture of hyoscyamus. 

11. The official fluid extracts con- 


taining acetic acid are those of san- | 


guinaria, nux vomica, ergot and co- 
nium. This ingredient causes trouble 


occasionally in compounding. Look’ 


out for it. 

12. Corrosive sublimate will dis- 
solve in sulphuric, nitric or hydro- 
chloric acids without alteration. 

13. Potassium iodide is incompati- 


ble with alkaloids and fatal results — 


have sometimes developed from com- 
bining them. 

14. Pepsin is insoluble in alcohol. 
Alcoholic preparations of pepsin are 
dreams. The action of pepsin as a 
ferment is inhibited by alcohol. 

15. Never be guilty of making an 
infusion from a fluid extract. Extracts 


are usually made with alcoholic mens-— 


truums, and the extractive is different 
from that obtained in an aqueous in- 
fusion.—L. R. McCosh, in Bulletin 
Pharmacy.

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RE-EXPORTATION 
DRUGS 


The situation regarding asafoetida is 
briefly this: The Food and Drugs Act 
provides that importations of drugs as 
“asafoetida,’ “strychnine,” etc., shall 
be assumed to be of the “drug 
strength” stated or established by the 
United States Pharmacopoeia. If upon 
analysis they are found not to be so 
they shall presumably be excluded un- 
til properly labeled, such proper re- 
labeling being the addition of a legend 
indicating the “drug strength” of the 
article in question. Thus the drug 
strength of asafoetida set by the United 
States Pharmacopoeia is 50 per cent 
of alcohol-soluble material. In case 
there should be only, say, 15 per cent 
of alcohol-soluble material in a given 
consignment this would have to be 
indicated in a sub-label. | 

Importers have been perfectly will- 
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forms of drugs, druggists are prevented 
from getting pure drugs for use in 
compounding physicians’ prescriptions, 
and that since the strength of the drugs 
they are using is not positively known 
they are supplying physicians with 

compounds of medicinal character 
whose efficacy is not certain. Im- 
porters contend that the drugs are im- 
ported in a crude state for re-manufac- 
ture and that they are raised to the 
proper strength by subsequent manipu- 
lation. 

The answer made by the agricultural 
authorities is that this may do very 
well in cases where there is a known 
recognized process of re-manufacture 
or standardization, but that such does . 
not exist in the case of some drugs, 
and that where it does not there is 
little probability that through chemical 
combinations and manipulations the 
requisite amount of drug strength 
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ing to assent to this requirement pro- 
vided they were allowed to make the 
addition to the label at the port and 
without re-exportation. They have 
simply had the labels printed and put 
them on the goods after they were 
landed. But lately the Board of Food 
and Drug Inspection of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture have been inclined 
to view the situation in a more serious 
light. They have found that Section 
11 of the Food and Drugs Act gives 
power to exclude entirely any drug 
which does not come up to the phar- 
macopoeia of the country from which 
exported, or any drug whatever its 
character which they consider likely to 
be detrimental to the health of the com- 
munity. 

In their opinion the importation of 
drugs below drug strength is likely to 
produce just such injurious results as 
there referred to, and they have de- 
manded of the Treasury authorities 
the re-exportation of the goods on this 
ground. It is their view that by the 
importation of injurious or adulterated 


would be imparted to given weights of 
the article in question after their re- 
lease. Therefore they are holding fast 
to their position and assert that they 
will stand by it in the future.—Paint, 
Oil and Drug Review.

Hot Beverages 


How to make and serve them. 

The essential feature for the success 
of this department is hot water, not 
warm water, but boiling, or even bet- 
ter, boiling under pressure, the same 
as a steam boiler. Having water un- 
der this condition it is possible to make 
almost every known hot beverage, and 
serve it rightly. The first thing to 
figure on is an apparatus that will fur- 
nish water, boiling hot, continuously 
and in any quantity, with the least 
amount of expense and consumption of 
fuel. Most of the continuous heaters 
on the market are inadequate and are 
continually getting out of order on ac- 
count of the lime deposit from hydrant 
water. The simplest and best one I 
have seen is made of a single piece of 
cast iron about eighteen inches -in di- 
ameter, twenty-four inches high, with 
a capacity of only two gallons; but on 
getting it once heated it will furnish 
all the hot water at boiling point you 
can possibly serve during the day at 
the minimum consumption of gas. If 
a continuous heater can not be had, 
the next best thing is to get a heavy 
plated copper boiler with a capacity of 
ten gallons, made so that when placed 
on a suitable stand, just under the 
counter, it does not come within four 
inches of the under side of cOunter top. 
By having an ordinary gas burner un- 
der this, it will supply nearly all of the 
hot water necessary. Have a half-inch 
water faucet put in close to the bot- 
tom. I would not advise the coffee 
urns commonly in use, as they take up 
valuable counter room, need a great 
deal of attention and look so much 
like a cheap coffee house. 

The next thing is the service. We 
all know that the average housekeeper 
is quite critical on china and silver 


service, so it stands to reason that if 
we have fine china and silver it will 
meet with favor at once. The regula- 
tion hot china soda mugs for adver- 
tising beef tea, etc., are all wrong. 
Serve chocolate, tea and coffee in tea 
cups, bouillon and malted milk in 
bouillon cups with bouillon spoons, 
beef tea in small four-ounce chocolate 
cups or mugs, lemonade, ginger and 
hot phosphates in six-ounce mugs, with 
a saucer, not marked, or in a holder; 
hot egg drinks in mugs holding not less 
than ten or twelve ounces. All hot 


‘drinks should be served with small wa- 


fers or crackers; and the spoon should 
not be put in the beverage, but on the 
saucer with handle of spoon in the 
same line as the handle of cup or 
mug, not put on the saucer as 
ii it was thrown there.  Cus- 
tomers take note of all these points, 


which help business. The best china. | 


to get is plain white and plain shapes; 
don’t have the cups flare too much, as 
that makes them hard to drink from— 
the straighter the better. Have them 
all the same design, and when broken 
they can always be replaced, as white 
is always open stock. For serving 
crackers, wafers, etc., the five-inch des- 


sert plate is the right size. 


Chocolate 
As chocolate syrup is the leader in 


cold drinks, so it is in hot; conse- 
quently it is the one thing that we will 


. pay particular attention to. Many per- 


sons think that to make hot chocolate 
good, it must be made of hot or boiling 
milk, and that it must be thick and 
erainy. I have had success by making 
it differently; that is, with boiling 
water and sweet cream, using no milk 
at all. It is easier to make, costs no 
more, and there is absolutely no waste, 
as you make each cup as wanted from 
the dry chocolate mixed in proper pro- 
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portion with granulated’ sugar and a 
little vanilla extract. Use two bar- 
spoons of this mixture to a cup of boil- 
ing water, add a little sweet cream and 
top off with whipped cream. After 
adding the hot water, stir it well before 
adding the cream. This will make one 
of the best cups of chocolate or cocoa 
possible. Customers will tell you that 
your chocolate does not make them feel 
sick, like your neighbors’, who use 
boiled milk and cheap grades of cocoa. 
The bitter cocoa, Dutch process, of the 
best possible quality, will make the 
best chocolate and go further than most 
of the cheaper grades that are in the 
market. The proportion of cocoa to 
sugar is one part of cocoa and three 
parts of granulated cane sugar, and 
about one ounce of vanilla extract to 
every ten pounds of the mixture. It 
should be kept in a tightly covered tin. 
Coffee 


The next important beverage is hot 


coffee, which has only recently come 
to be popular at the fountain on ac- 


count of not being able to find a suit- 


able coffee machine or pot that would 
make a single cup of coffee instanta- 
neously from fresh ground coffee, 
which we all know is the only way it 
can be done. The extracts and liquid 


_ coffees are worthless. There are sev- 


eral coffee pots on the market that will 
answer. I am using one now that will 
make a cup of fresh coffee in twenty 
seconds from the bean to the cup, and 
make coffee continuously, that is, one 
cup or twenty cups, which [| think is 
just what was wanted: There is a 
peculiar fact about a coffee customer: 
once you please him with a good cup of 
coffee, he will come every day as regu- 
larly as clock work. Coffee is the best 
trade getter you can have. It is a gen- 
tleman’s beverage. Hot coffee will 
make your gentleman custom increase 
steadily. In serving coffee, see that it 
is very hot, and serve cream on the 
side, never whipped cream, only when 
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asked for, and use cane loaf sugar, not 
granulated or compressed cubes. An- 
other advantage of making coffee to 
order is that you can make it any 
strength, which is important, and is one 
reason why urn coffee is not liked. 
Some like it very weak and others extra 


strong. 


Tea 
Another beverage which is becoming 


popular at the fountain is tea, which 
needs very little comment, except I 
would say this, use only the highest 
grade of teas possible and always rec- 
ommend black or Ceylon teas, as green 
and Japanese lack flavor and strength. 
Plated copper pots will give the best 
results, as china, porcelain or other 
earthenware takes up too much of the 
heat from the water. Of course, it is 
understood that tea should be served in 
individual pots only. 
Other hot drinks next month. 


‘There appears to be some dissatisfac- 

tion in New York because the Governor 
cannot appoint members of the State 
Board except by the recommendation 
of the New York Pharmaceutical As- 
sociation and the State Senate, and an 
effort is being made by Governor 
Hughes to have this changed so that 
he can make appointments on his own 
volition. As yet we believe the mat- 
ter is unsettled. 


The farmers of Washington seem to 
be anxious to extend the provisions of 
the pure food law to their domestic 
animals. “A bill has been introduced 
into their State Legislature making it a 
misdemeanor to mix sawdust or infer- 
ior feeds with any prepared brand of 
stock food. The bill provides for 
rigid inspection and enforcement of the 
law. 


They are worrying over a pure food 
law now in the state of Washington, 
and the city of Tacoma is proposing to 
enact an ordinance on this subject. 
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OBITUARY 


George J. Seabury. 

It is with sincere regret that we 
record the death, after an illness of only 
a few days, of George J. Seabury, Presi- 
dent of the firm of Seabury & Johnson. 
An attack of grippe, which was soon 
followed by pneumonia, caused his 
death, though his physicians had sup- 
posed but shortly before that he was on 
the way to recovery. Ina letter which 
he wrote to a friend in this city a few 
weeks since he spoke of a contemplated 
tour over a large part of the world, tak- 
ing in San Francisco on the way. 

George J. Seabury was born in New 
York in 1844, his father’s name being 
Michael Seeberg, a native of Baden, 
Germany. At the age of seventeen he 
enlisted as a drummer boy in the 
Twelfth Regiment and served about a 
year in the Army of the Potomac in the 
early part of the War of the Rebellion. 
For a number of years he took an 
active interest in the welfare of the 
pharmacists in the army, navy and 
marine hospitals of the United States, 
and for two years (1906-7 and 1907-8) 
he was Chairman of the Committee of 
the A. Ph. A. on the status of these 
pharmacists. 

In 1873 he associated himself with 
R. W. Johnson, under the name of Sea- 
bury & Johnson, and commenced the 
manufacture of plasters of all kinds, 
rubber being the basis of most of them. 
From the first their goods were of fine 
quality and attractively put up, and the 
business soon grew to large propor- 


tions, not only in this country, but also. 


in Great Britain. 

In 1876 he joined the American 
Pharmaceutical Association, continuing 
his membership up to the time of his 
death. Last November he was elected 
to serve as one of the thirty-nine presi- 
dential electors of New York State, 
and later, as a meinber of the electoral 


college, cast his vote for Taft and Sher- 


man, serving also as one of the tellers 
to count the ballots. 

Mr. Seabury was somewhat given to 
writing. A book under the title “Shall 
Druggists Become Tradesmen” was 
written while he was exerting himself 
on the behalf of the retail drug trade in 
the matter of prices on proprietaries. 

A later work, “An Ode to Lake Bass,” 
Canto 1 To the Oswego or Large- 
Mouth Bass, and Canto 2 To the Black 
or Small-Mouth Bass, reveals his love 
of angling. . The opening stanzas give 
a hint of his enthusiasm over this 
sport: 


“Walton’s slaves, with all your might 
Bend to your oars, the ground’s in sight, 
Feeding bass and surface break, 
Rollicking o’er the placid lake. 


“"’Mid rocks and stumps, now on their 
ground, 

Our dipping oars the only sound, 

Above their haunts we smoothly glide, 

And noiseless cast from side to side. 


“Lashing the line in graceful curves, 

When lo! the touch that thrills the nerves, 
Excites the pulse, and lends suspense 

To sport that gladdens every sense!” 


We take pleasure in quoting the ac- 
tion of the Chicago druggists in refer- 
ence to Mr. Seabury’s death. 

At a largely attended meeting of the 
Chicago Veteran Drug Association 
held in Chicago February 26th, 1909, 
the following resolutions were adopted 
by a rising vote: 

Whereas, Our friend of many years, 
George J. Seabury, departed this life in 
the plenitude of his career; therefore 
be it 

Resolved, That we record our recog- 
nition of his forceful character, his 
achievements in the interests of phar- 
macy and the drug trade and of his de- 
votion to the right in those divisions of 
business and political life to which he 
gave so great a measure of his activi- 


ties. 
Resolved, That in the death of Mr. 
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Seabury the drug trade loses one Of its 
most energetic and distinguished mem- 
bers. | 

Resolved, That a copy of these reso- 
lutions be sent to his family and the 
Pharmaceutical Press.

Our Professor of Pharmacy (Cali- 
fornia College of Pharmacy) is never 
more happy than when he is giving, us 
rainbow pictures of the fortunes that 
have been made by pharmacists and 
others who have found a use and a 
market for something that was pre- 


viously a waste by-product. <A few 


days ago, when the Juniors were mak- 
ing egg emulsion of turpentine they 
were instructed to carefully separate 
the yolk from the white, the latter be- 
ing deposited in a vessel for some 
future use. Mr. Nish playfully sug- 
gested to the janitress that the whites 
of three dozen eggs would make a nice 
cake. She took the matter up in 
earnest, and at their next laboratory 
session, two days later, had a cake of 
immense proportions and _ delicious 
taste, frosted and decorated, marked 
“Junior Class, 1909.”

The Postmaster-General of London

The House of Assembly, Washington, 
has passed a bill which requires that every 
place where drugs are sold shall be deemed 
to be a pharmacy, and must be under the 
supervision of a licensed pharmacist. Con- 
try members fought the bill, believing that 
it would work a hardship on country store- 
keepers who keep simple drugs in stock. 
The bill was finally amended so as to per- 
mit storekeepers to carry bluestone, Paris 
green and other poisons which are used for 
spraying and other horticultural and agricul- 
tural purposes.

science as reported in the pharmaceuti- 
cal journals. 

The Gluck bill, a proposed State 
measure requiring the publishing of 
the formula upon the label of proprie- 
tary medicines and the filing of such 
formulas with the State Commissioner 
of Health, was opposed in the report 
of the Committee on Education and 
Legislation, presented by T. P. Cook. 
The committee was instructed to op- 
pose the enactment of the bill. 

Another joint meeting with the New 
York County Medical Society will soon 
be held. Chairman G. H. Hitchcock 
of the Propaganda Committee had been 
informed of the favorable stand taken 
by the medical society, which will ap- 
point a committee to meet with the 
committee of the branch, to decide up- 
on a date and select the speakers. An 
enlarged Propaganda Committee was 
authorized. 


G. H. Hitchcock read a preamble 
and resolutions having to do with the 
duty of the American Pharmaceutical 
Association in the matter of the re- 
cently closed suit against G. M. Berin- 
ger of Camden, N. J. He moved the 
adoption of the resolutions. : 


William Muir opposed this step as 
unwarranted on the part of New York 
and coming with better grace from 
Philadelphia. He also suspected some 
personal or private motive behind the 
introduction of the matter. Another 
objection was his lack of knowledge of 
the details of the case, a lack which he 
contended was shared by most of those 
present. 


Dr. H. H. Rusby gave a brief syn- 
opsis of the matters leading up to the 
Beringer case and ‘of the case itself. 
He expressed his support of the resolu- 
tions as a matter of justice, Mr. Berin- 
ger having acted in behalf of the retail 
pharmacists at the request of the asso- 
ciatioh which had approved his action. 
He also moved to amend the resolu- 
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tions as offered with a view to making 
them more definite. he matter as he 
saw it was not a question of the right- 
fulness of Mr. Beringer’s action, that 
having been determined in the courts, 
but one of the duty of the association. 

A similar attitude was taken by 
Messrs. Diekman, Diner, Bigelow and 
McElhenie. 

The amendment offered by Dr. Rus- 
by was adopted, and the resolutions 
passed unanimously in the following 
form: 

Whereas, A member of our parent 
organization—George M. Beringer of 
Camden, N. J.—was requested by a 
duly constituted officer of that asso- 
ciation to prepare and read a paper at 
its Atlantic City meeting, held in 1905, 
on the subject, “Why the Mann Bill 
Should Be Enacted”; and 

Whereas, Mr. Beringer did prepare 
and read such a paper at the time and 
place and on the occasion mentioned, 
which paper was duly accepted by the 
association and published in its official 
volume of Proceedings; and 


Whereas, Mr. Beringer was sued for 
slander and libel as a result of his read- 
ing of the paper mentioned, and was 
put to great annoyance, nervous strain 
and expense by reason of such suit; 
and 

Whereas, By his defense of this suit 
he exonerated himself, and thereby 
probably saved the American Pharma- 
ceutical Association from a suit for 
libel for publishing his paper ; and 

Whereas, The said association has 
never tendered to Mr. Beringer any as- 
surance of its moral support during his 
legal difficulties growing out of his 
efforts on its behalf or offered to share 
the expense incurred by him in free- 
ing himself from these difficulties, and 
thereby probably shielding the associa- 
tion from impending troubles; now, 
therefore, by the New York Branch of 
the American Pharmaceutical Associa-

tion in regular meeting assembled, be it 
Resolved, That we feel that Mr. Ber- 
inger was entitled to and should have 
received assurance of the sympathy 
and moral support of the American 
Pharmaceutical Association in his 
hereinbefore mentioned difficulties; 
and, further, that we feel that the said 
association is in duty bound to reim- 
burse Mr. Beringer for the expense in- 
curred in defending his suit; and 


Resolved, That we hereby call upon. 


the council of the American Pharma- 
ceutical Association to take such action 
as will insure justice being meted out 
to our fellow member, Mr. Beringer, 
along the lines herein indicated; and 

Resolved, That the thanks of the 
members of the American Pharmaceu- 
tical Association and all the retail 
druggists of the country at large are 
due to The Druggists’ Circular of this 
city, for publishing the facts connected 
with the afore-mentioned suit and 
pointing out the duty of the association 
to Mr. Beringer. 


Secretary Craig read some resolu- 
lutions, endorsing Dr. H. W. Wiley, 
which emanated from the executive 
board of the branch, and they were 
unanimously approved. 


Otto Raubenheimer presented the 
paper of the evening, his translation of 
a sketch by Dr. Hermann Schelenz of 
Cassel, Germany, on “The History of 
the Medicinal Earths and of Cataplasm 
of Kaolin.” 


Taking as his text the following quo- 
tation from Horace, “Multa renascen- 
tur quae jam cecidere: cadentque, quae 
nunc sunt in honore!’ the author ad- 
vanced evidences of the use of earths 
and clay-poultices and pastes in medi- 
cine, intermittently, during practically 
the whole history of medicine. The re- 
cent resuscitation of the clay poultice 
was but another returning to honor of 
an oft-used and oft-forgotten medica- 
ment. The introduction of cataplasm 
of kaolin into the United States Phar- 


macopoeia (which he called the aristo- 
crat of pharmacopceias) was in his 
opinion largely influenced by the de- 
mand created by the manufacturers of 
similar preparations. He deprecated 
the tendency to exploit clay as a 
panacea. 

Dr. A. Herzfeld, who had been re- 
quested to discuss the subject of clay 
poultices from a therapeutic stand- 
point, considered this introduction into 
official materia medica an ill-advised 
step. In many of the indications for 
which they have been advanced, they 
inhibit rather than promote progress 
toward recovery. Recognition by the 
compilers of the Pharmacopceia of for- 
mulas simulating proprietary prepara- 
tions gives the proprietor opportunity 
to claim extraordinary efficiency for his 
preparation. | 

During his remarks, the doctor made 
the pertinent statement that one: good 
way of inducing physicians to cease 
using a medicament is to recognize it 


in the Pharmacopceia. 


Dr. G. C. Diekman supported the ac- 
tion of the revision committee in giving 
official standing to cataplasm of kaolin, 
which he said has some merit. Its in- 
troduction into the Pharmacopeceia, he 
believed, was due largely to the ex- 
tended use of similar preparations 


among the physicians represented on 


the revision committee. 


Mr. Raubenheimer read an excerpt 
from a paper by Dr. Reid Hunt on the 
danger in the indiscriminate use of 
thyroid preparations. 


Many of the evils of medicine and 
pharmacy were discussed, Messrs. 
Muir, Gallagher, Bigelow, McIntyre 
and McElhenie and Dr. Herzfeld tak- 
ing part. It was generally conceded 
that the evils complained of are on the 
wane,:and might be expected to bring 
about their own effacement. 

The branch adjourned to meet March 
8th, which meeting will be devoted to 
the commercial aspects of pharmacy. 
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A FRATERNAL ORDER AMONG 
DRUGGISTS 


The Registered Pharmacists of 
America is the name of a new order 
which has just been started in Spokane, 
Wash. ‘The charter members hope to 
make it the chief drug clerks’ organiza- 
tion in the United States. Among the 
advantages prominently set forth is 
mentioned the intention to influence the 
enforcement of pharmacy laws for pro- 
tecting the public and the members of 
the order from the work of unregistered 
pharmacists. They will have sick ben- 
efits as well. But this apparently is not 
the main advantage of the organization. 
They expect to have branches in every 
state of the Union.

Resolution offered by Dr. Osborne. 

Whereas, The result of the discus- 
sions and interchange of expressions 
of opinion on matters presented to this 
meeting at which the pharmacists of 
Santa Clara County are our guests, 
show that there are many matters of 
vital importance to the professions of 
medicine and pharmacy undetermined 
and liable to work injustice to our 
mutual interests unless adjusted with 
due reference to the rights of each; 
therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the President of this 
society appoint a special committee of 
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five members to meet with a like com- 
mittee of five members of the Santa 
Clara County Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion, should they agree to make such 
appointment, with the object of dis- 
cussing jointly all matters at issue be- 
tween the two professions named and 
reporting back to the respective socie- 
ties from which they hail the results of 
their labors, investigations and conclu- 
sions, in order that all mutual interests 
may be fostered and the professional 
advancement of each secured.

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FOOD INSPECTION DECISIONS 


(99) 
Change in Form of Guaranty Legend 


(Amending Section b of Regulation 9.) 

The Board recommends that the guaranty 
legend be changed so as to show plainly 
that the guaranty is that of the manufact- 
urer and not of the Government, that the 
old form of labels now in use representing 
guaranties already filed with the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture shall be recognized for 
a term of two years, and that for all guaran- 
ties filed with the Department of Agri- 
culture on and after January 1, 1909, the 
guaranty legend shall read “Guaranteed by 
[insert name of guarantor] under the food 
and drugs act, June 30, 1906.” 

Accordingly the following amendment is 
proposed to Regulation 9 of the Rules and 
Regulations for the Enforcement of the 
Food and Drugs Act: 

Section b of Regulation 9 
amended to read as follows: 

(b) <A general guaranty may be filed 
with the Secretary of Agriculture by the 
manufacturer or dealer and be given a serial 
number, which number shall appear on 
each and every package of goods sold un- 
der such guaranty with the words “Guaran- 
teed by [insert name of guarantor] under 
the food and drugs act, June 30, 1906.” 

This amendment shall become and be ef- 
fective on and after January 1, 1909. Labels 
bearing the form of guaranty legend pro- 
vided in the original regulations and rep- 
resenting guaranties now on file with the 
Department of Agriculture may be used 
for a period of two years, but it is sug- 
gested that, as new labels are prepared, the 
change in the form of guaranty legend 
Should be made.

Benzoate of Soda 

Frequent inquiries have been received by 
the Department in regard to the use of Ben- 
zoate of Soda in foods. The Department 
has not changed the position outlined in 
Food Inspection Decision 89. Pending the 
determination by the Referee Board of the 
wholesomeness or unwholesomeness of ben- 
zoate of soda, its use will be allowed under 
the following restrictions: 

Benzoate of soda, in quantities not ex-. 
ceeding one-tenth of one per cent, may be 
added to those foods in which generally 
heretofore it has been used. 

The addition of benzoate of soda shall 
be plainly stated upon the label of each 
package of such food.

used to color the vegetables.

Its Habitat and Its Time of Growth. By 
M. E. Hard, M. A., Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, Kirkwood, Mo. XII + 609 
large octavo pages, with 66 plates and 504 
large half-tone text figures. The Ohio Li- 
brary Company, distributors. 

The introduction to the above book was 
written by the late Dr. W.. A. Kellerman of 
the Ohio State University, who was stricken 
by a fatal fever while ou a scientific ex- 
ploration in Guatemala. We have abso- 
lutely no hesitation in pronouncing the book 
the finest and most interesting popular 
treatise on mushrooms yet produced. The 
most important feature are the numerous 
excellent half-tone reproductions of actual 
photographs of the living plants, not re- 
productions of illustrations from other 
books. The book will prove of inestimable 
value to all students of mushrooms, whether 
they study these plants from a scientific 
or popular point of view. 

The author’s style is simple, clear and 
interesting, omitting all unessential, dry 
technicalities. Under “How to know edible 
mushrooms,” he says: “If the beginner will 
avoid all Amanitas and perhaps some of the 
Boleti he need not be worried in regard to 
the safety of other species.” This is a bit 
of sane and safe advice in which the re- 
viewer heartily concurs.
